GREETING: 

Whereas by an Act of Parliament passed in the Forty-third year of Our 
Reign, entitled “The University Education (Ireland) Act, 1879,” it was 
declared that it should be lawful for Us, in case We should be pleased so to 
do, by Charter to found a University in Ireland : 

And Whereas by Charter bearing date the Twenty- seventh day of April, 
in the Forty-third year of Our Reign, We founded a University by the name 
of the a Royal University of Ireland 

And Whereas the Senate of the said University having, in pursuance of 
the power conferred upon them by the said Charter, submitted to Us Statutes 
for the Government of the said University touching matters not expressly 
provided for by the said Charter, We, by Our Letter under Our Sign Manual 
bearing date the Twenty-ninth day of November, One Thousand Eight 
Hundred and Eighty-one, in the Forty-fifth year of Our Reign, did approve 
of the said Statutes : 

And W hereaS the Senate of the said University have, in pursuance of the 
power conferred upon them by the said Charter, submitted to Us, in writing, 
under the Common Seal of the said University, certain alterations hereinafter 
appearing in the said Statutes touching matters not expressly provided for by 
the said Charter : 


Now know Ye, that in pursuance of the provisions of the said Charter, We 
do by these Presents, under Our Sign Manual, for Us, Our Heirs, and 
Successors, approve of the following alterations in the said Statutes of the 
said Royal University of Ireland, namely : — 

CHAPTER I. 

Section I. — Sub-Section — D.Lit. Degree, Line 6 — 

For “ one month ” substitute “ three months." 


At end of Section 1. insert the following : 

D.Sc. Degree. 

Candidates may present ttomsel T es for tire Examination for this Degree after the laps, 
of two academical years from the time of obtaining the Degree of M.A. 

Candidates most gin. notice in writing to the Sectaries of their intention to present 
themselves, and pay the prescribed fee at least three months previous to the Examination. 

Section 4.— Sub-Section — M. D. Degree. 

At end of first paragraph add : — 

“This privilege, however, shall not be granted in any case after the end of the year 
1891 .” 
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That Sec. 5 be repealed, and that there be substituted therefor the 
following : — 


Section V.— Op Degrees in Law. 

The subjects in which Candidates shall be examined at the various Examinations, shall 
be prescribed by the Senate, who shall be entitled to make such alterations therein from 
time to time, as they may find expedient, provided always that no such alteration shall be 
enforced until the lapse of at least one year after the publication thereof in the University 
Calendar. 


LL.B. Degree. 

Ail Candidates for this Degree must be graduates in Arts of the University, and shall 
be required, subsequent to becoming such graduates, to pass the following Examinations 
The First Examination in Law. 

The Degree Examination. 

Provided always that in the case of Candidates who shall have, in or prior to 1889 
obtained a Degree in Arts, the Senate may make such modifications as to standing or 
otherwise as they shall deem just, 


The Fibst Examination in Law. 

Candidates may present themselves for this Examination after the lapse of one academical 
year from the time of obtaining the Degree of B.A, 

Candidates must give notice in writing, to the Secretaries, of their intention to present 
themselves, and must pay the prescribed fee, at least one month previous to the 
Examination. 


The Examination fob the LL.B. Degree. 

Candidates shall be admitted to the Examination for this Degree after the lapse of one 
academical year from the time of passing the First Examination in Law. 

Candidates must give notice in writing to the Secretaries of their intention to present 
themselves, and must pay the prescribed fee, at least one month previous to the 
Examination. 


LL.D. Degree. 

Candidates may present themselves for the examination for this Degree after the lapse 
of three academical years from the time of obtaining the Degree of LL.B. 

In the case of Candidates who shall have, in or prior to 1889, obtained a Degree in Arts, 
this Senate may make such modifications as to standing or otherwise as they shall deem 
just. 

Candidates must give notice in writing, to the Secretaries, of their intention to present 
themselves, and. must pay the prescribed fee, at least one month previous to the Exami- 
nation, 


CHAPTER II. 

S ECTiON. — P rizes. 

Insert at end, the following : — 

The Senate may award Gold or Silver Medals for proficiency in any subject in which 
they deem it desirable to do so. 

Whenever the Senate shall witlihold any Studentship, Scholarship, or Exhibition, they 
may award in Special Prizes, in connexion with any of the Examinations of the year, in 
which such withholding takes place, or in the subsequent year, such sum or sums of money 
ns they Bhall see fit, not exceeding in the aggregate the amount which would have been 
payable in such year on foot of the Rewards so withheld.
